In 1900 the total value of the grain crop of 
Canada was $195,000,000. This year it is esti¬ 
mated at $935,000,000. an increase of 360 per cent. 
If we include the vegetable crop our total production 
from the soil this year must exceed $1,000.000,000. 
Add to this enormous total the value of our live-stock 
products for the year and we have t grand aggregate 
of more than $1,500,000,000 worth of product 
drawn from Canadian farms in 1925.'
